It ha* been thought that 
(they ought to be sent to the legis­ 
lature, because a lawyer ought to 
know howr to make laws, but the ex­ 
perience of tile past has proven that 
he doesn’t 
know 
anything 
more 
about m aking laws that will stick 
than other people know. 
A good 
business man 
w'ith ju st comourn 
->euse is just as got! as a lawyer. So 
*jan a tensible farm er or stockman 
tar any other man in any other vo­ 
cation. 
T he trouble with our coun­ 
try now is that it is loaded down 
w ith laws intended to benefit law­ 
yers at the expense of the people. 
T h e Bulletin 
is

about

present representative. 
H on. C. H . Perkins, who is a law­ 
y e r; bit these rem arks are caused 
by the defeat of a measure which 
he introduced to sim plify court pro­ 
ceedings and m inimize court ex­ 
penses.

One evil is hut a concomitant result 
of the other. 
The horde of lawyers 
turned loose on the state have to be 
provided for in some m anner, 
lf 
they cannot make a living out of the 
practice of their profession, it is but 
natural for them to turn to the eas­ 
iest direction, and polities always af­ 
fords the most inviting field. 
While 
successful lawyers are often led into 
political life, nine-tenth* of the law­ 
yers rn political life today are men 
vi ho could not m ake a living out o<f 
iheir profession, urn! this in a large 
measure explains why the people are 
so often di«ap[K)inted in their politi­ 
cal representatives. 
The 'Telegram is not opposed to 
the lawyer in polities. 
But, like the 
Brownwood paper, it thinks there 
should not lie a monopoly permitted. 
Get <omc good, gueccsjfnl men in po­ 
litical life and the entire country 
will be benefitted by the change.—

No fear of the rent col­ 
lector there. 
“There is no opportunity which 
will ever offer better things than the 
present. 
Prices are equitable. Mon­ 
ey is plenty. Business is brisk. The 
purchaser runs no risk. 
“ When a house can In* bought w ith 
$100 to $200 as a first payment, 
surely no one should lie w ithout J 
home. 
There are thousands of argum ents 
in favor of this method of buying. 
You pay rent today. 
Tomorrow, if 
unable to meet the paym ent, you are 
evicted; your household goods arc 
thrown into the street. 
In your own 
home you are lord. 
The rent would 
pay off the home.

would not like to see the roads run 
their passenger trains at a loss. 
The 
cutting off of all passes will likely 
increase the passenger traffic revenue 
some, but hardly enough to justify 
such a radical reduction, 
lf the 
present era o f prosperity should con 
tinue probably 
cents would be 
enough railroad fare iu Texas, but if 
times should become hard again. aud 
money scarce as it has lieen iu Tex**, 
three cents would hardly be enough 
to pay operating expenses o f passee 
ger trains. 
There is no need of pay­ 
ing attention to the throat* of the 
railroads, bot aside from this, In a

Eradicating the Tick. 
“ Ou 
account of 
the 
lack 
of 
funds,” says Secretary Wilson of the 
Department of Agriculture, at W ash­ 
ington, 
in 
disscassi rig the efforts 
made to eradicate the cattle tick in 
Texas in the last year, 
“ the state 
authorities were unable to employ 
men who could give their time to the 


I experim ental work in Texas, but the 
regular state inspectors were directed 
to co-operate with the Bureau of 
Anima! Industry to the extent that 
their other duties would permit. 
“ The work was not begun until the 
end of August, 1906, but great in­ 
terest was sbowu in some sections, 
one manager of a large estate offer­ 
ing $50,000 on condition that the 
work would be undertaken in 
his 
county, and with the understanding 
that his cattle m ight be given an un­ 
restricted Northern m arket 
“ Eleven Bureau em ployes were 
engaged in the 
work in seventeen 
counties, aud their reports show the 
inspection of 410 herds containing 
185.857 bead of cattle. 
The indi­ 
cations are th at by the end of the 
present fiscal year the counties of 
Childress, Hardem an, Glasscock and 
Pecos will be so free from general 
infection th at they may be removed 
from the provisionally quarantined 
area. ” 
Recent communications to the De­ 
partm ent of A griculture on the sub­ 
ject of lick eradication show that ag 
far north as the Red river— the ex­ 
treme northern point of infection— 
there is no season of the year when 
cattle are free of ticks. 
In the win­ 
ter time they are passed by inspectors 
as 
they 
stand ordinary inspection. 
Especially are the ticks to be found 
in Hardeman county at a1) seasons of 
the year, 
and it appears 
that in 
Northern Texas generally the pests 
five in winter on the cattle and not 
on the ground. 
The method now being pursued to 
get rid of the tick in Texas is first to 
free the cattie of the tick, if it is a 
small herd, by the application of oil. 
A fter that, about the tim e wheat 
grows up enough to be pastured, the 
cattie are run on th at during the 
winter; tliis, with eternal vigilance, 
will in time do much to eradicate the 
pest th at has caused, aud still is 
causing, the loss of thousands of 
dollars annually in the state. 


India’s Great Granary. 


T he “golali” at B ankipur, India, 
was built for a granary in 1783, but 
has never been used for th at pur- 
pose. 
I t is 426 feet round at the 
base, w ith walls 12 feet, 2 inches in 
thickness, the interior diam eter be­ 
ing 109 feet. 
I t is about ninety feet 
high and m ight contain 
137,000 
tons. 
Inside is a most wonderful 
echo, hest heard from the cento r_of 
the building. 
As a whispering g a p 
lery, there is, perhaps, no such build­ 
ing in the world, not even the fa­ 
mous Mormon Temple.

T he aim of these clubs is to 


do w hatever is possible in the way 


of elimination of prejudice among 
people of different nationalities, 


different politics, different religions, 


and different social standings. 
At Cornell, weekly meetings are 
held in the club’s own rooms at 
which one of the nations represent­ 
ed gives an entertainm ent describ­ 
ing the history and the institutions 
of that country. 
Often these lec­ 
tures and talks are illustrated by 
the stereopticon. Occasionally pro­ 
m inent speakers have addressed 
the club upon im portant topics. 
The organization of these clubs 
is still another step toward preserv-

In a recent address at Columbia Univer­ 
sity Charles Francis Adams set forth his 
ideal of a system which should make good 
the “ glaring deficiencies of the modern 
university.” 
Taking his alma mater (Harvard) a* an 
example, Mr. Adams would break it up 
into a number of colleges-all independent 
with a master at the head of each who 
should know every student. 
These col­ 
leges would be limited in size, and each 
would have its own tuition fee. 
All, how­ 
ever, would be subject to thd supervision 
of the general board of overseers, and ail 
would be judged by the common test, the 
j conferring of the Harvard degree. 
The 


j prescribed and elective courses would be 
pursued under the advice of the master, 
who would select courses for students, act-, 
ing on personal knowledge of each irnli- 


’ vidual. 
In other words, Mr. A dam s would make 
H azard 
a 
Cambiidge 
or an Oxford. 
W hile the system suggested is worthy of 
serious thought, there are so many ob-! 
j actions that it will probably never be J 
realized. 
Some of the obstacles which * 
would prevent its adoption are, the loca 
dons of the present college building, the 
redistribution of the general endowment 
fund, the stupendous task of reorganiza­ 
tion, the traditions which have become 
firmly rooted, the opposition of powerful 


alumni, etc. 
This 
address, however, does suggest 
that certain changes will probaby be made 
in future to correct some of the present 
evil 
collegiate 
tendencies. 
There 
are 
many educators who firmly believe that 
our larger universities should be divided 
into sections, and that there should be 
some college 
official who should know 


e a c h student of his section and to whom 
the latter could go for advice. The need of 
such an official becomes more apparent as 
the age of those who go to college becomes 
lower and lower. 
One may well question 
whether a 
separation 
based 
upon the 
amount of tuition charged would not de 
stroy that democratic spirit which is the 
chief glory of the American college.— I h
